MINERS MAY STRIKE 
SIX THOUSAND MINERS TO QUIT 
WORK ON APRIL I. 


Abrupt Ending of the Conference Be- 
tween the Representatives of the 


Operators and Operatives, is Con-| 


sidered to Mean That a Strike is 
Inevitable—Coal Miners Refuse to; 
Accept Offer of the Operators. 


Calgary.—Six thousand men, re- 
presenting 75 per cent, of the opera- 
tives in the mines of sixteen com- 
panies, in District 18 of the U. M. 
VW. A., it is believed will quit work 
on April 1, following the abrupt end- 
ing of the conference between the re- 
presentatives of the operatives and 
operators. 

As the mine owners state definitely 
that they have no idea of approach- 
ing the operatives again, the strike 
seems assured beyond question of 
doubt. 

Even if no action is taken with re- 
spect to the Lemieux act, each side 
expressed confidence in its ability to 
beat the other. The labor people rely 
upon remaining out until the present 
stock of coal is exhausted, and then 
being able to force the hand of the 
operators. 

Each side claims that it has exer- 
cised a deal of forbearance during the 
past sixteen days of the endurance of 
the conference, but the miners accuse 
the operators of very arbitrary con- 
duct, particularly at the last. 

While the miners were willing that 
the question of the open and closed 
shop and check off system should re-| 


main in abeyance, or just as it Was, | 
and proceed to discuss the wage scale, 
the mine owners insisted on bringing} 
matters to a head. | 


This was the ultimatum which pro- 
vided for a general increase of 5.55 
per cent, to all branches except the 
pillaring and timbering. 

The full offer of the operators was: 

“The general provisions of the 
Western Coal Operators’ association 
agreement, with the date of expira- 
tion fixed at March 31, 1913, and with 
the discrimination clause as at pres- 
ent, and made a matter of record in 


the same manner, 
“An increase of 5.55 per cent. on all 
days' wages of the Western Coal Op-| 


erators’ association scale and on con- 
tract prices, except on pillars and 
timbering.”’ . ae 

The miners. replied at length, criti- 
cising the brief resolution, which they 
said did not benefit them to any great 
extent, as far as increases go, and 
which left most of the matters to be 
arranged, just as they were, with lit- 
tle hope of redress,”’ 

The faults that the miners in their 
reply find with the agreement are 
these: The 5.55 per cent. increase will 
not bring their wages RP to the aver- 
age of employees in Montana, Van- 
couver Island, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington, and a considerable per cent- 
age are engaged in pillar and timber 
work. The contract prices were orig- 
inally fixed when blasting coal was 
more common, and more coal

This the railways admitted, but 
claimed that discrimination in favor 
of Winnipeg was due to an agree- 
ment with the Manitoba government 
dating many years back that the rates 
to Edmonton were by themselves per- 
fectly just and fair. However, the 


railway commission ordered a reduc-| 


tion from which the railways asked 
jleave to appeal. This leave has been 
| granted, 

In view of the fact that the costs of 
the appeal will be very heavy and 
that many other towns in Alberta are 
as much interested as Edmonton, the 
Edmonton board of trade has asked 
the attorney general of Alberta to 
\take up the Edmonton case. This he

| MANITOBA REJECTS THE OFFER 


Will Not Consent to the Terms for

Winnipeg. —By a unanimous vote 
the legislature accepted the resolution 
by Premier Roblin which is in effect 
a refusal of the offer of the Dominion 

overnment for a settlement of the 
Manitoba boundary question by an 
annual cash payment in lieu of the 
public domain of $200,000, rising to 
$300,000. 

The resolution sets forth that Mani- 
toba will be satisfied with nothing 
less than equal treatment with the 
other provinces, either the public do- 
main or financial considerations equal 
to those of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 

In the absence of Mr. Morris, leader 
of the opposition the resolution was 
fesepyed on its behalf by Mr. Wink- 
er. 

In his speech Mr, Roblin went on 
to compare the terms offered Mani- 
toba and those Saskatchewan has got, 
claiming that the latter has two dol- 
lars for every one for the former. 
“Who is there,’ he exclaimed,

It is a most interesting arid profit- 
able study to search out in the Old 
Testamentall. the people and the 
events which the Lord Jesus mention- 
ed in His teaching and to remember 
that Jesus of the New Testament is 
|none other than the Lord God of the 
prophets, whose goings forth have 
eternity (Mic. v, 2, margin). In 
Luke iv, 27, He mentions both Naa- 
man and Elisha, and of course that 
jincludes the little maid of Israel and 
all the other people and incidents of 
the story. 

In chapter iv, 8, we read of a great 
|woman, and now it is a great man 
and honorable, a deliverer and mighty 
man of valor, but a leper. He was a 
{great man in the eyes of his fellows, 
but had he lived in Israel he would 
have had to live without the camp. 

Leprosy is a wonderful type of sin, 
and, it matters not how great a man 
may be in other men’s eyes, if he is 
{an unsaved sinner he is a child of 
wrath, dead in sins, without Christ 
and without God (Eph. ii, 1, 3, 12), 
and those who die in that condition 
are forever shut out (Rev. xxi, 8, 27). 
In as seemingly strange ways as the 
Lord brought healing to Naaman He 
still wins sinners to Himself. He 
may use a captive maid, humble ser- 
vants, waters of Jordan, ete., but He 
is ae seeking to save the lost, 
not willing that any should perish 
(II Pet. iii, 9). 

The little captive maid stolen away 
from her home might have so hated 
her captors as to wish them evil and 
be glad that Naaman was a leper, but 
she evidently had the spirit of Him 
who taught to love our enemies and 
to be subject even to perverse people 
(Matt. v, 44; I Pet. ii, 18). So she 
pitied Naaman‘and told of the prophet 
in Samaria, of whom she knew or had 
heard many wonderful things. From 
the slowness of believers to tell of the 
Lord Jesus and His wonderful re- 
demption the .world has a right to 
feonclude that they have nothing 
wonderful to tell. 

The result of the little maid’s testi- 
mony was that the king of Syria sent 
Naaman to‘the king of Israel with a 
letter and a-lot of silver and gold and 
raiment, asking from the king health 
for his servant. There was a double 
mistake in sending to the king in- 
stead of the prophet and in supposing 
that money could purchase heaven’s 
|gifts. The maid had spoken of the 
prophet in Samaria, not the king, and 
a true prophet’ is a spokesman for 
Goud. But royalty can only deal with 
royalty and, as a rule, has no use for 
poor men even if Dey are prophets. 
Such pride must be laid low before 
God can help such people.

POULTRY 

Do not let the hens get too fat or 
too thin, but keep them in medium 
flesh, 

Plenty of grain food is necessary 
for the production of fertile eggs that 
will hatch strong chickens. 

The early hatched cockerel 
one that brings the highest 
the market next spring. 

If you are going to buy an incuba- 
tor, do not delay, but order it now 
so that you may be sure to have it 
when you need it. 

Exercise obtained by scratching in 
a deep clean litter of grain, with the 
poultry house windows open, is a 
great aid to good health, and good 
health means more profit. 

It never pays to keep old hens and 
pullets in the same pen for the older 
birds will frequently get too fat on

condition. 

Hens will lay without a male in 
the flock and the eggs will keep 
better. 

The fowl will stand considerable 
cold if the air is dry and pure. 
Damp foul air is sure to cause 


trouble. 

Get a can of liquid lice killer and 
paint the roost and roost supports 
occasionally to protect the fowls 
against the little mites that accumu- 
late in that part of the hen house, 

To get eggs you must feed enough 
to maintain the health and strength 
of the hens, and enough more than 
that to form a surplus out of which 
eggs can be made. 

Do not get the ducks too fat SeUne 
the winter or they will not lay wel 
in the spring. Examine them occas- 
ionally to make sure that they are in 
fair flesh. 

Table scraps, potato peelings, and 
all pieces of meat and vegetables that 
accumulate in the kitchen, should be 
boiled together and mixed with meal 
and bran to form a noon day lunch 
for the fowls in winter.

“When a dealer finds a purchaser 
in the form of a nouveau riche seek- 
ing to gain a reputation as a patron 
of art he seeks some artist who is a 
careful student of old paintings and 
a man of genius in copying rather 
than in original work. The artist se- 
cures a canvas and chassis, or inner 
frame, of the period desired. The 
canvas is probably daubed with the 
work of some unknown man and is 
quite worthless, 

“All traces of paint are removed 
by washing the canvas with a hard 
brush dipped in potash. Next a pre- 
paration of calk glue is applied. Sev- 
eral coats of this are put on and 
smoothed with pumice. Finally a 
coat of oil is applied, ani when this 
is dry the canvas is ready to receive 
the talent of the modern ‘old master.’ 

“It is a mistake to believe that the 
mellow tints of ancient pictures can- 
not be reproduced. A clever artist 
can do anything in the way of color- 
ing. The subject chosen is usually 
that of a well-known work, with 
slight changes in composition and the 
possible omission of details cons.der.

FAMOUS PILE I8 AGAIN THE

The Residence Which Has 


Been a 
Source of Worry to So Many Mon- 
archs Is to Be Occupied Again This 
Reign After a Long Spell In the 
Hands of the Workmen Who Have

turn o town for the otal of Par- 
liament, and took up their residence 
at Buckingham Palace, the interior 
of which has been in the hands of 
workmen for so long. To foreign 
countries the Crown of England is a!- 
ways associated with St. James’ Pal- 
ace, says Modern Society, which, at 
any rate, has many historical asso- 
ciations, rather tnan the dingy and 
ugly palace at the head of the Pro 
cessional Road, and of which the 
Duke of Wellington once said that 
“notwithstanding all the expense that 
had been incurred in connection with 
it, there is no sovereign who is so 
ill-lodged ag the king of this coun- 
try.’’ And the words are nearly as 
true to-day as they were when they 
were spoken eighty years ago. 

Buckingham Palace is relatively 
modern, und stands on the site of the 
garden of mulberry trees planted by 

ames I, in a vain endeavor to estab- 
lish the cuiture of silk. Under the 
Restoration it was a place of popular 
resort where Dryden, the poet, used 
“to go and eat mulberry tarts.” Pope, 
too, was a frequent visitor, 

Adjoining the gardens was Goring 
House, owned by Lord George Goring, 
who was keeper of the gardens. On 
his death the house was purchased 
by Lord Arlington, who built a larg: 
er mansion, and called it Arlington 
House. He afterwards purchased the 
gardens from the crown, giving there 
the first ‘‘tea” party ever held in this 
country, tea until that time being a 
beverage quite unknown, and it is re- 
ported that he gave “three guineas a 
pound” for it. 

In 1703 Arlington House was demo- 
lished, and on the site the Duke of 
Buckingham and his wife, a natural 
daughter of James II., erected a man- 
sion, to which they gave the name of 
Buckingham House, and in their time 
it was often the scene of many en- 
counters between this laiy and her 
particular enemy and rival, Sarah 
Churchill, first Duchess: of Marlbor- 
ough. Eventually the house was pur- 
chased by King George III. and set- 
tled upon his consort as her special 
property, being then known as “the 
Queen's House.” 

The royal owners took possession in 
1763, and it was there that all their 
children, with the exception of their 
eldest son, were born. The life of 
tae royal couple was homely and do- 
mestic in the extreme at Buckingham 
House, and Miss Burney’s Memoirs 
are eloquent on the subject of the 
spankings administered there to the 
royal children, 

uckingham House, however, saw 
very little of the royal family after 
the insanity of George III. and when 
George IV. came to the throne the 
palace was in a very dilapidated con- 
dition. It was the new king’s inten- 
tion to build a new palace, but owing 
to the difficulty of obtaining the 
money from Parliament for such a 
urpose King George decided to “en- 
large and repair” the residence, and 
make it suitable for his sovereign rank, 
King George’s ‘‘repairs,” however, 
were of a very elaborate description, 
and were to have been carried out un. 
der the direction of th famous archi- 
tet Nash, 

But the king was so consantly 
changing the designs that by the 
time of his death, in 1830, the so- 
called ‘repairs’ had swallowed u 
something like $5,000,000, and the pal- 
ance uninhabitable, and the original 
red brick building was completely 
lost in the web of new buildings of 
stone, stucco, and marble. 

It was in this condition that Wil- 
liam IV. found the palace, and the 

lace was the cause of no end of pro- 
anity on the part of that monarch, 
who would have nothing whatever to 
do with it, and it was not until Queen 
Victoria came to the throne that it 
became once more s royal residence. 
The young queen absolutely refused 
to take up her residence at the gloomy, 
tragedy-haunted 8t. James’ Palace, so 
she decided to make George IV.’s un- 
finished palace her town residence, 
reserving St. James’ Palace for all the 
ceremonial work of the court. 

The palace was then a somewhat 
low building, with a front and two 
wings around three sides of a court- 
yard, But in 1848 Queen Victoria 
added another storey, and built the 
east wing, and transformed the old 
conservatory into a private chapel, 

In 1851 further alterutions were 
made and the marble arch at the en- 
trance transferred to Hyde Park, 
where it remains, as every Londoner 
knows, to this day. During the Cri- 
mean War the queen added the truly 
amnagnificent state ballroom, and the 
Prince Consort laid out the beautiful 
grounds in the rear of the palace, 

So long as the Prince Consort lived 
the royal family spent some time 
jthere each year, but when he died 
the place was once again left to the 
servants, and for forty years, with 
the exception of » visit now and again 
for a few hours, the palace remained 
practically closed 

When the Inte King Edward came 
to the throne much waa done to im. 
prove the pulace, and once again it 

came the town residence of the 
King of England, but in spite of all 
the ingeruity brought to bear on ite 
improvement it still remains an un- 
comtortubie residence. Now, once 
more, the workmen, under skilled ad- 
visers, haye tried to make it a com- 
fortable home for the royal family, 
but to all outward appearance it still 
remains a disgrace as the residence of 
the sovereign of the greatest E.npire 
in the world.

HUNTING YANKS. 


Adventures on a Canadian Fisheries 
Patrol Boat. 


any man who ever carried a gun 
in the woods or ‘“‘wet a line” in pur- 
suit of any member of the tribe of 
fins and scales, will find delightful 
teading in a volume of hunting and 
fishing stories by Stephen Chalmers 
which has just been issued, the Cana- 
dian edition being published by the 
Musson Book Company of Toronto. 
The volume is called ‘The Trail of 
a -enderfoot.” It can be read through 
vasily at one eer All the stories 
are full of life a color, and they 
are related as any jolly sportsman 
would tell a story to a group of con- 
genial companions. 

The last chapter of the book is es- 
pecially interesting to Canadians. It's 
title is “Out With a Fish Patrol,” 
and it throws some new light on one 
phase of a big question—the enforce- 
ment of fisheries regulations along the 
Canadian-American boundary _ line. 
Mr. Chalmers was at Campobello Ia- 
land on the Canadian side of Passa- 
maquoddy Bay when The Hague Tri- 
bunal held that Great Britain had 
the sovereign right “to make fisheries 
regulations without the concurrence of 
the United States.” So he made 
friends with a Canadian patrol cap- 
tain with the idea of seeing how the 
“sovereign power’ worked  there- 
abouts. He got up one morning at 
th ee o'clock, in the midst of a Fundy 
fog, and went out with Captain Silas 
Mitchell, of Dominion Fisheries Pa- 
trol No. 2, He saw how things are 
done. Also, he heard some good 
stories. 

Patrol No. 2 is a fast little boat, 
“‘derisively called ‘The Pup’ by those 
who fear it.” It figures in many ad- 
ventures. This one was told to Mr. 
Chalmers by Charles Cline of the 
crew concerning the Bepalus of 
some Yankees, who were not only on 
the wrong side of the line, but were 
breaking the laws of both countries: 

“We had a ticklish encounter not 
long ago. There were half a dozen 
dynamiters from the Maine shore 
that had been awful annoying to Silas
